A  »w  Mexico  Shepherd's  Life. 

The  life  of  n  cowboy,  full  ®f  hardship 
though  it  be.  is  lively  and  bracing  and  com¬ 
paratively  comfortable.  But  a  shepherd- 
well,  it's  useless  to  go  ou;  language  will  not 
efen  graze  tho  skiu  of  tho  subject.  With¬ 
out  a  house  to  sleep  in,  camping  on  tho 
bare  ground  in  weather  that  would  make  a 
Dakota  gizzard  reach  for  its  gun,  his  only 
home  the  place  where  the  sheep  stop  at  night, 
often  obliged  to  be  out  all  night  when  tho 
storm  or  the  coyote  scatters  the  flock,  and 
never  able  to  take  off  his  shoes  or  clothes  for 
months  at  a  time;  with  no  society  save  that 
of  the  sheep  ami  a  fellow  shepherd  as  stupid 
as  himself,  the  pastor's  lot  is  not  a  happy  one. 
Its  hardships,  severe  as  they  are,  aro  nothing 
beside  its  du'lness.  Fancy  yourself  sitting 
all  day  and  watching  a  flock  of  sheep,  and 
keeping  it  up  month  in  and  month  out,  year 
in  and  year  out. 

It  is  true  that  the  shepherd  has  some  di¬ 
versions,  but  they  are  mostly  forbidden  onea 
He  will  make  some  alleged  music,  of  an  even¬ 
ing,  on  the  vibuela,  a  sort  of  gigantic  jews- 
barp  of  home  manufacture,  made  of  a  bent 
stick,  a  string  and  one  key,  and  looking  more 
like  a  lop  sided  bow  than  anything  eLse.  He  in¬ 
dulges  likewise  in  sundry  games  of  Mexican 
monte  and  cunquian  with  hiscompadre,  play¬ 
ing  all  night  and  sleeping  all  day.  If  there  bo  a 
baile  (dance)  in  some  neighboring  town,  or  if 
he  become  possessed  of  an  overwhelming  do- 
sine  to  visit  one  of  his  commadres  and  take 
her  a  few  fat  wet  tiers,  he  will  sneak  awav  at 
nightfall  and  will  not  return  till  mom  in  tr 
meantime  leaving  ms  partida  to  go  to  thun¬ 
der.  But  woe  to  him  if  his  patron  catch  him 
at  such  exploits!  Then  shall  ho  wish  baile* 
and  commadres  relegated  to  the  Umbo  of 
things  forgotten. 

The  roster  of  a  duly  organized  flock  con¬ 
sists  of  ‘J.-YOO  sheep— all  ewes  and  their  lambs, 
with  a  few  wethers  for  mutton— two  shep¬ 
herds  l  Nava  joe  or  Mexican),  two  dogs  to  help 
care  for  the  flock  and  two  burros  to 
pack  tho  blankets,  provisions  and  axes. 
Shepherds  ore  paul  from  $15  to  $20  per 
month— generally  the  latter  figure -^and 
rations.  The  provisions,  given  them  every 
month,  comprise  flour,  meal,  beans,  coffee, 
sugar  and  salt.  Tho  meat  of  tho  wethers  is 
also  at  their  disposaL  Neatness,  of  course, 
is  hardly  to  be  expected  in  shepherds,  and 
thev  are  a  picturesquely  dirty  set  of  tatter¬ 
demalions.  A  slouch  hat  of  tho  vintage  of 
*76,  a  ragged  shirt,  still  raggeder  coat,  and 
raggedest  unwhisperables,  generally  innocent 
of  buttons,  and  repressed  by  strings,  with  a 
pair  of  teguas,  with  solos  of  raw. ox  bide 
and  uppers  made  of  sheepskin,  with  the  wool 
inside,  a  shock  of  tangled  hair,  and  face  and 
h«.n,K  long  unaware  of  soap.  That  about 
fills  tho  picture.— Cor.  Globe- Democrat

Ilow  to  Avoid  Sunstroke. 

8unstroko  rarely  occurs  to  thoso  who  take 
proper  care  of  themselves,  even  when  they 
are  fully  exposed  to  the  direct  heat  of  the  sun. 
The  victims  are  generally  those  who  drink 
alcoholic  liquors  to  excess  or  who  have  over¬ 
loaded  the  stomach  with  improper  lood. 
Still,  cases  of  sunstroke  do  occur  whan  the 
mode  of  life  has  not  been  at  variance  with 
the  laws  of  health.  It  is  well,  therefore,  for 
ever  one  to  take  proper  precautions  against 
all  risks. 

The  clothing  should  be  light,  ami  that  worn 
next  tho  body  should  be  of  some  material 
capable  of  readilv  absorbing  the  perspira¬ 
tion.  Wool  is  probably  to  be  preferred,  and 
it  should  be  pure— that  is,  unmixed  with 
cotton.  For  the  head  during  very  warm 
weather  nxdhing  is  better  than  a  straw  hat, 
for  not  only  ts  it  of  light  weight,  but,  if  prop- 
erly  made,  free  passage  of  air  round  the  head 
takes  place.  Tho  so  called  1’auama  hata, 
which  are  so  closely  woven  that  they  will 
hold  water,  are  the  worst  possible  covering* 
for  the  bead  in  summer. 

ipis  a  remarkable  fact  that  sunstrokes  are 
very  seldom  met  with  among  persons  who  ex¬ 
pose  themselves  to  the  full  heat  of  the  sun 
in  the  country  or  outside  of  the  limits  of 
large  cities.  They  were  very  infrequent  iu 
the  arrnv  during  tho  late  civil  war.  although 
tho  men  were  often  subjected  for  many  day* 
at  a  time  to  the  most  intense  solar  heat,  and 
this,  too,  while  engaged  in  fighting,  or  in 
making  long  marches,  or  in  field  work  of 
various  kinds.  Although  often  serving  be¬ 
fore  the  war  with  troops  on  the  plains,  where 
the  ravs  of  tbe  sun  fall  upon  (he  laxly  unob¬ 
structed  by  eveu  a  tree  or  a  bush,  I  do  not 
recollect  to  have  seen  a  single  case  of  sun¬ 
stroke— Dr.  WiiUam  A.  Hammoud  tn  New 
York  World.
